He Is all zeal, ardour, and obedience- 
More apt to rccal to mind benefits than 
injuries; be is not difcotiftaged by blows 
or bad treatment^ but calmly fuffers^ and 
fbon forgets them. Inftea^ of flying, or 
ditcovering marks of refeniment, be ex-* 
ptofisshimfelf to torture, and li<:kS'the hand 
(torn which be received the blow : to the 
cruelty' of bis mafter, be oniy oppofes 
complaim, patience, and fubmiflion^ 

'More pliant and tradable than anf 
other animal, the Dbg is not only foon 
inftruaed, but even conforms himfelf to 
the manners^ movements, and habits of 
thofe who govern him. Always eager to 
<fiMfMs mafter or bis friends^ he pays no 
atteiition to ftrangers, and furioufly repels 
beggars. When the charge of a houfe or 
^A\6n is committed to him during the 
night, bis boMnefs iticieafes, and he fame-, 
times 'feecomcs'perfeftly ferocious. He 
\\^atches, goes the rounds, fihcUs ftranger$ 
at a dtftance^and^ if they attempt to break 
in^^he inRantly darts upon ihem, and by

barking, and other marks of paffibn,* alairrhs 
the'faraily arid neighbourhood. 

Equally furious againft thieves, as againll 
rapacious animals, be attadcs arnd wotinds 
them, and forces them from whatever thifey 
bave been attempting to' catry off; biit, 
contented with viftory, hie lies dbwti u^ofi 
the fpoil, and will not touch it even- to 
fatisfy his appetite-^exbi biting, at thefitme 
time, an example of courage^ temperance, 
and fidelity. ^'^ 

f. Without the aid of the Dog, how cotikl 
man have conquered and tamed other 
animals, wbofe afliftance he Hands in need 
of? How could he difcover, hunt down, and 
deftroy favage beafts? The Dog is better 
beard at the head of a flock, than the fliefpi- 
herd. Sheep and cattle are ftibjefted txx his 
management, which he prudently condiifts 
and protefts, arid does not Employ force 
againft them, but for the prefervatidn of 
peace and good order. 

In defart and depopulated cotintries, 
there are wild Dogs, wHi<!h, in their 'hikn- 
ners, greatly referable wolves, except that

.qf/jhem.have been abandoned in thefe de^- 
J9|l?^:5»'|kvb€re they have multiplied fo pro* 
jcligjoyfly, that they fpread over the inhar 
l^At^ countries in great packs, attack the 
^^UQcfiric cattle, and even aflault the na« 
lives, who are obliged to kill them in their 
pwD defence. Wild Dogs, though they 
l^ftv^ no knowledge of man, yet, when ap- 
proached with gentle nefs, foon ifoften, be,» 
Ofmc familiari and remain faithfully at- 
;U(^fd to their matter. But the wolf, 
il^Qygh taken young, and brought up ii> 
^^9 J^ufe, is geqtle only while he is a mere 
.c^jij, and never lofes his tafte for prey. 
^ nThc Dog may be faid to be the only 
.^nipal whofe fidelity is unfhaken, who al- 
waysjcnows his mafter, and the friends of 
thi^.filpaily; who diftinguiOies a ftranger as 
(oon AS be arrives; who underftands hb

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own name, andf tht vorc€« of tbe dcmrtjf- 
lic«; who confides not In himfelft whO' 
catts his Tnaftet by loud cfbcs and kimeli- 
lattons; -who, in long journeys, which h*^ 
lias traveHed but once, remcmb'ers ftn<t 
finds out the roads : in ftort, the Dog is^

Larger Dogs arc not only more filent,; 
but better natured. Thf £ngH(h MaftifF, 
ki t£ia {^articular, furpalTed all il>e reft of 
the fpecies* He lias fo m^cb tcmpbtanc^ 
and judgment^ that in performing tbe duty 
ef a watch Dog, be will permit a jR ranger 
to come into tbe yard, or place >vhich be ia 
appointed to guard; and will go peace- 
ably along with him through every "part 
pf 'it, fo long as be touches nothing : but 
the moment be attempts to meddle witb 
any of the goods,, or endeavours to 
leave the place, be infortos him, firft. 
by a gcmle growling, or, if that is in- 
B 4 efFeftual, 
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efFe6lual3 by harfher means, that, he ^muft 
neither do mifchief, nor go away. He 
never ufes violence unlefs refifted ; and 
be will even in this cafe feizje the perfo/ii 
throw him down, and hold him thai^e;fer 
hours, without biting. This fagdcioud^ 
creature, therefore, is not a mere macfcine, 
but afts from fentiment and refle£lion, 

" It has been charged on the fpanieV 
that man learned to fawn and be fcrviie m

When I fec^hc fevcralaQions and c|e- 
figps of my Dog, I profefs it is impoflSblc 
to iavoid. being amazed. His paflions are 
more quiet th,a^ thofe of n^any mep. There 
are fome whofe joy or grief at accidents^ 
give them fo little emotion^ and are fo 
dull, as to render it difBeult to fay which 
k is that afFefls them: but, in this honeft 
animal, both are lively and ftrong. When 
any of the family return home, he difco- 
vers great gtadnefs in careffing and £kip- 
ping about them, and feems diril and qon* 
cerned at their going out. But there is 
one among them whom he diftinguifhes in 
a moll peculiar manner. When this per- 
fon goes abroad, he is void of all comfort, 
and fits in a window crying inceflantly, 
refuGng viQuals, and watching for his 
friend's return; who. is always welcomed 
by* much rejoicingand noife. If he wants 
to go out of the room, he puts his fore feet 
up againft one of the company, and being 
taken notice of, runs to the door, riGngup

Few cities in the world appear to contain fo many 
Dogs as thofe of Egypt. From their natural pro* 
penfity to be ufeful to mankind, they are the terror 
of thieves and dillurbers of the night ; /fiMtaneoafy 
watching, with the greateft care, the merchandize on 
quays, the boat> and the interior of cities. Another 
fingnlarily is, that thefe Dogs never move from the 
difiri6ts in which they are bred $ formed into fepa- 
xate tribes, they keep to certain limits $ and ihould 
one pafs his own boundary, he would be attacked 
by the whole cohort, whofe quarters he intruded ;

Tradition infbrrns ns, that a piece' of* 
ground near W^ftminfter Bridge, contain- 
ing one aci*e, and nineteen roods, (named 
Pedlar's Acre), was left to this pariffl, by

oners have carefully performed. The time

The reafon alledged for thq 
pedlar'3 requeft, is, that being very poor, 
und paffing the afcremernioned piece of 
-ground, he coold by no means get his Dog 
^way, who kept fcraiching a particular fpot 
of earth, until he attrafted^ his mafter's 
notice ; who gdng bftck to examine the 
caiife, and preffittg with his ftick, found 
fomtethinghard, which, on a nearer ihfpec^ 
lion, proved a pot of gold.

fear, abandoned him, to conceal themfelvep. 

—In 
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-^Iri the filence of a living tomb he was 
left to pine in thought, under the' iron 
fcourge of a tyrant, whofe refpite from 
blood, was but to gain by delay fome ad- 
ditional horror : and who, if he extended' 
life to thofe whom his wantonnefs had pro- 
fcribed., even until death became a prayer; 
it was only to tantalize them with the bless-- 
ing of murder, when he imagined he could 
more effc6lually torture them with the 
curfe of exigence. 

This faithful Dog, however, was with 
him when he was firft fcized, but .was re- 
fufed admiffion into prifon : he was feerr 
to return often to the door, but found it 
fhut.

whom he was about to*lofe for ever. The 
judges condemned his maftcr; •* and, may 
Imy tears be pardoned," fays the generous 
recorder of this fact, " for the burR of in^ 
dignation— the judges condemned him to 
a fpeedy death, in the presence of his DogJ^ 
Monf, R. was reconduQed to the prifon; 
and the Dog, though prevented accompa 
nying hitn, did not quit the door for tha 
whole of that night. 

' The fatal hour of execution arrives with 
the morning ; the prifon opens, the unfora 
lunate man paffes out ; his Dog ^receives 
bim at the threlhold ! His faithful Dog 
ulone^ amongft the thoufands that revered 
and loved him, dared^ even under the eye 
of th^ tyrant, to own a dying friend ! He 
cliags to his hand undaunted. " Alas f 
that hand will never more be fpread upon 
thy careffing head, poor Dog!'' exclaimed 
the condemned^The axe falls l^themaf^ 
D4 ter 
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ter dies ! — but the tender adherent cannot 
leave the body : he walks round the corfe ; 
the earth receives it, and the mourner 
fpreads himfelf on the grave. On that cold 
pillow he pafled the firft night, the next 
day, and the fecond night : the neighbour, 
meantime, unhappy at not feeing his pro- 
tege, fearches for him; and gueffing the 
afylum he had chofen, fteals forth by night, 
and finding him as defcribed, careijTes and 
brings him back. The good man tries 
every gentle way, that kindnefs could de- 
vife, to make him eat.

The attack was made 
with fuch refolution, that the guards took 
no alarm until their fellows were running 
to the place of arms, with their enemies 
at their heels, when this Dog, hearing a 
great noife, fell to fcratching, barking, and 
crying, and thus awakened him before.any 
of his men ; and as the Prince lay on his 
arms, with a lackey always holding one of- 
his horfes ready bridled, yet at the going 
out 9f his tent, with much ado, he recover- 
ed his horfe before the enemy arrived.

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va^to tiave mupdered the tioWetnan, wliich 
was providetittally preremtd by the Avon- 
derful fagachy ofthc Dog^ The mnkceper 
^nd his wife were taken up, and punifhed 
according to their de^ferts ; and the nohit* 
man was fo alFefted at his ttiiraculcfus es- 
cape, that He boond tip the wounds of the 
faithfui Dog with the greattft tare, and the 
balms of love and friendlhrp were infiifed. 
The mailer's hour oj* contrition was bow

grateful family, and an uninterrupted' ftate 
of tranquillity, meliorated with every in- 
dulgence they could bellow, was regularly 
continued as long as he livi^d.

In the early s^ges of hiftoiy, we arc ip^- 
jformed that Lodbroc, king of Denmark^ 
\J2kS murdered hy onevJBern, a falqoner to 
King Edsvard, who (lew and burjbd him 
privately. This murder was aftierwar4s 
difcovered by a Hound that Lodbrpc kepl^ 
who would not forlake his. ma(ler*s body, 
but when compelled by the extremity of 
hunger, and then but juft to fatisfy his pre- 
fent wants; fawning upon the king and cour- 
tiers, as often as compelled to vi(it them..

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my part, I am fure the Dog will 1"^ upon 
which tbe anitaal inftantiy feized the father^ 
nor would let go his hold until he left off 
beatiQg his fon. 



ANECDOTE XLVIII. 
Plutarch tells us, that he himfelf was 
a fpediator at Rome of the wonderful doci- 
lity of a Dog, which belonged to a certain 
mimic, who at that time had the madagfs* 
Qient of a farce, wherein there was great 
variety of parts^ which he undertook to in^ 
ftruQ: the a&ors to perform, with feveral 
imitations proper for the matters and paG- 
fions therein reprefented. Among the reft 
there was one who was to drink a fleepy 
potion^ and, after he had drank it, to fall 
into a deadly drowfinefs, and counterfeit 
the anions of a dying perfon. The Dog, 
who had (ludied feveral of the other gef- 
tures and poftures, more diligently obferv- 
ing thi«, took a piece of bread that was 

Topped 
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lapped in the potion^ and after he bid eat 
ki in a Ihort time counterfeited a trem«. 
Mingy then a daggering, and afterwards a 
jdrowiinefs in his head. Then ftretching 
out himfelf, he lay as if he had been dead, 
and feemed to prefer himfelf to be dragged 
out of the place and carried to the burial, 
as the plot of the play required. After- 
wards, underftanding the time, from what 
was faid and afted, in the firft place, he 
began gently to ftir, as if he were waking 
ouit of a pxofottnd fleep ; then, to the 
amazemmt of the beholders, he rofe up, 
and lifting up his head, he galzed about 
him ; and then went to the matter to whom 
he belonged, with all the figns of gladnefs 
and fawning kindnefs, infomuch that all the 
fpeftators, and even Caefar himfelf, for old 
VefpaGan was prefent, (in Marcellus's thea- 
tre) were taken with the fight. 



ANECDOTB 
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ANECDOTE KJLIK. 
Plutarch Hkewife records, (bat a pcr- 
Ibn getting into the temple of Elciilapim, 
after he bad ftolen all the maffy offerings 
ef gold and filver, made his efcape, not 
believing he was difcovered. But the 
Dog which belonged to the temple, which 
was called Cipparas, when be found thai 
none of the facriftanes took any notice of 
his barking, purfued himfdf the facrilegi* 
ous thief; and, though at firft the fellow 
pelted him with ftones, he could not beat 
him off. As foon as it was day, the Dog 
ftill followed him, though at fuel? a dif- 
tance, that he always kept him in his eyes. 
When the fellow threw him meat, he re- 
fufedit; when the thief went to bed, the 
Dog watched at his door ; and when be 
rofe in xht morning, the animal ftill fol- 
lowed him, fawning upon the paffengers 
upon the road, but ftill barking and baying 
at the heels of the thief, Thefe things, when 
they heard who were in purfuit of the fa- 
G crilegious 
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diilegioiis perfonV and were told whhal hf^ 
ihofe titty inet» the colour and 'bignefs of 
the Dog, the/ were the more vigorous in : 
the purfait^ and by that means ovendungi 
the tbief^ brought him back fromCroniyon ; ' 
while the £>og ran before, leaping and ca« 
pering, and full of joy^ as it were challenge* 
ing to himfelf the praife and reward ^f ap^ 
prebending the temple robber: and the 
Athenians were fo grateful to him, that they 
decreed fach a quantity of meat to be 
publicly meafored to biro, and ordered the 
j>rie{ls to take care to fee it done. 



ANECDOTE L: 
There was a certain Roman (lain in the 
civil wars, whofe head nobody durft cut 
off, for fear of the Dog that guarded his 
body, and fought in his defence. It hap- 
.pened that King Pyrrhus, travelling that 
way, obferved the Dog watching over 
the body of the .perfon flain^ and hearing 
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that the Dog had been there three days 
MPithout meat or drink, yet would not forw. 
fake his dead matter^ ordered the body to 
bp buried, and the Dog preferyed and 
btrougbt to him. A few day& after there 
vas> a mufter of the foldiers, fo that every 
roan was forced to march in order before 
the king* The Dog lay qnietly by him 
f<Mf fomc time, but when he faw the muK 
dertrs.of his late matter pafs by, he flew 
upon them with a more than ordinary fury, 
barking and tearing their throats, and ever 
and anon turning about to the king; which 
did not c*nly increafe the king's fufpicion, 
but the jealoufy of all that flood about 
him. Upon which the men were immedi- 
ately apprehended, and though the circum- 
fiances were very flight, which otherwife 
appeare<i againft them, yet they confe fled 
the faQ, and were executed for the fame.

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ANECDOTE LI. 
The fame author informs us of a Dog, 
that would not ftirfrom the body of his de- 
ceafed mafier ; and when he faw the car- 
cafe burning, ran and threw faimfelf into 
the flames. The fame is reported to have 
been done by a Dog, that was kept by one 
Pyrrhus; (not the king^ but a private per- 
fon of that name ;) for upon the death of 
his matter, he would not ftir from the bo- 
dy, but when it was carried forth leaped 
upon the bier, and at length threw himfelf 
into the funeral pile, and was burnt aliye 
with his matter's body.

ANECDOTE LII. 

A Shoemaker, at Prefton in Lancafhire, 
had, in the year 1794, a female Dog, of the 
large Water Spaniel fpecies, who, when her 
puppies were taken from her, attended the 

bearer 
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bearer of each of them to their places of 
deftination, and then returned home. She 
was obfervcd, however, to viGt them every- 
day, for feveral weeks, and carry each of 
them whatever fhe could cater and fpare 
from the cravings of her own appetite. 
This condnft Ihe uniformly praflifcd to- 
wards every litter. 



ANECDOTE LIIL 

A Doc belonging to Mn C. Hughes, a 
Ton of Thefpis, was one afternoon paffing 
through a field in the (kirts of Dartmouth^ 
where a wafher-woman had hung her linen 
to dry ; he (topped and furveyed one par* 
ticular (hirt with attention, and prefently 
feized it, and dragged it away through the 
dirt to his mailer, whofe flhirt it proved ta 
be.

The following ftory is extra^ed from 
Mifs Williams's Sketches of the Frencti 
llepublic, vol. ii. p. 188. 

" At the moment when the ranks of the 
Imperialifts were broken^ at the fiimous 
battle of Caftiglione, and the beat of the 
purfuit was in proportion to the obftinacy 
of the contefti Buonaparte coming to the 
fpot where the thickeft of the combat had 
taken place, where French and Auilfians 
lay ftrewed in horrible profufion, he per- 
ceived one living obje£i amidft thofe pilts 
of corpfes, which was a little Barbfet Dctg. 
The faithful cteature ftood with his *Wq 
fore feet fixed oa the bread of an Auftrian 
officer ; bis long ears hung over his eyes^ 
which were rivetted oi> thofe of his dead 
mafter. The tumult feemed neither to dif« 
traft the attention nor change tbe attitude 
of the mourner, abforbed by the objed to 
which he clung. Buonaparte, ftruck with 
the fpeftacle. Hopped his horfe, called hfa 

attendants 
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attendants around him, and pointed out 
the fubjeCl of his {peCulatioti. . 

•^ The Dog;* fold Buonaparte, •* as if 
lie had knovrn my voige, removed his eyes 
from bis mafter,^ and throwing* them on me 
for a moment, refumed his former poftltre ; 
but ia^ ihat momentary look, there was a 
mute eloquence beyond the power of lan« 
guage; it was a reproach, with all the 
poignancy of bitternefs/' Buonaparte Celt 
the appeal; he conftrued the upbraidings 
of the animal into a comprehenfive demand 
.^f mercy; tLe fentiment was irrefiftible ; it 
jBiit to flight every harih ap4 Koftile fe^U 
ing; Buonaparte gave orders to ftop the 
c^nage indaiuly..

I did once relate to 
your Highnefs after what faOiion his tack- 
ling was made^ wherewith be fojourned 
from my houfe at the Bath, to Greenwich 
palace, and delivered up to the court there, 
fuch matters as were entrufted to his care; 
This he hath often done^ and returned back 
fafe to the Bath, or my houfe at Kelftone, 
with whatever returns the nobility were 
pleafed to entrufl; him with. Nor was it 
told the queen, that this meflenger did ever 
blab aught concerning his high traft, as 
many other Dogs have done in more fpecial 
matters. He was once fent with two charges 
of fack wine, from the Bath to my houfe, 
by my man Combe ; and on bis way the 
cordage flackened» but my trufty bearer 
did now condufl bimfelf • fo wifely as to 
hide one flaCket in the bufhes, and take the 
odier between bis teetb to the houfe, after 
which be went forth ag^ia, and returned 

with 
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with the other part of his burthen in time* 
for dinner. 

•* Your Highnefs may, perhaps, marvel 
and dottbt the circumftance, but there are 
many living charafters, who at^thattime 
were labouring in the fields, and efpied his 
work, and now relate how mlich they 
longed to play the trick upon him, and to 
drink the wine themfelves : however, they 
did refrain, and admired the whole pro- 
ceeding. 

" I need not inform your Highnefs how 
much I was once grieved 'at miffing this 
feiihfiil animal. On my journey towards 
London, fome idle people were indulging 
themfelves with hunting mallards in a pond, 
and by fome means they enticed him away, 
and conveyed him' to the Spanifli ambafla- 
dor's, where fix weeks after I had the plea- 
fuf e of hearing of him ; but fuch was the 
court paid to him by the D^n, that he was 
no lefs admired there than a\ home. Nor 
would the houfebold liften to my claim or 
challenge, until I rcfted my fuit on the Dog's 

own 
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own knowledge, and made him perform 
fuch feats before the nobles then aflem* 
bled» as put it pad doubt that I was his 
maften I fent htm to the hall at the time^ 
of dinner^ and made him bring from thence^ 
a pheafant out of a diihy which created ' 
great mirth f but much more fo» when he 
reprned at my command to the table, and 
put it again in the fame cover ; whereat the 
company, with one confent, allowed my> 
claim, and we both returned to our own 
home. 

" I will now inform your Highnefs in 

what manner the poor creature died : 

As we travelled toward«*tbe Bath, he leaped 
on my horfe*s neck, and was more earned 
in fawning, and courting my notice, than I 
had obferved for a long time. After my 
gently chiding him for his interruption^ he' 
gave me fome glances of fuch affeQion, as 
moved me to carefs him ; but alas ! they 
wef^ of fliort duration, for he fuddenly' 
fprung from my horfe, and crept into a 

ihorDy 
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ilboroy ' brake^ where he died in a v^ fhort 
time. 

•* Thus have 1 ftrove to rehearfe the me-

The following anecdote is an. inftance 
of that fagacity and atfachment, which fa 
juftly contribute to make the Dog our fa- 
vourite.

DOg,.any ftragglers that may be approach- 
ing the boundaries. of his neighbours. In- 
one of thefe excurlions, a* fliepherd hap- 
pened to carry along: with him one of his. 
children^ an infant about three years old.^ 
Thi^ is a ufual praftice among the High- 
landers^. 
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landers, v?ho accuftpm their children from 
the earlieft infancy to endure the rigpurs of 
the climate. After traverling his paftures 
for fomfi time, attended by. his Dog, the 
fliepherd found himfelf under the neceffity 
of afcending a fummit at fome diftance^.to 
have a more extenfive view of his rang^. 
As the afcent was too fatiguing for the 
child, he left him on a fmall plain at the 
bottom, with drift injunQions not to ftir 
from, it till his.retum. Scarcely, however^ 
had he gained the fummit, when the hori- 
zon was fuddenly darkened by one of thofe 
impenetrable mills, which frequently de- 
Ccend fo rapidly amidft thefe mountains as,, 
in the fpace of a few minutes,, alraoft* to 
turn day to night. The an-xious father iri- 
ftantly haftened back to find his child: but„ 
owing, to the unufual darknefs and his own 
trepidation^ he unfortunately miffed his 
way in the defcent. After a fruitlefs re- 
fearch of many hours amongft the danger- 
ous moraffes and cataraQs^, with which 
thefe mountains abound, he was at fength 

overtaken 
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overtaken by night. Still wandering on 
viihout knowing whither, he at length came 
to the verge of the mill j and, by the light 
of the moon, difcovered that he had reach- 
ed the bottom of his valley, and was now 
within a fhort diftance of his cottage. To 
renew the fearch that nighit, wa^ equally 
fruitlefs and dangerous. He was there- 
fore, obliged to return to his cottage, hav- 
ing loft both his child, and his Dog who 
had attended him faithfully for years. 
Next morning by day-break, the ftiepherd, 
accompanied by a band of his neighbours, 
fet out in fearch of his child; but, after a 
da,y fpeijt in fruitlefs fatigue, he was at laft 
compelled, by the approach of night, to 
defcend from the mountain.
